T2 Addrsſs is. no Inſtance of Canonical Obedience that ve know 
of, neither is Our Unity with him ſuch, as to Oblige Us to diſ- 
joint from Our Metropolitan and National Clergy ; neither ſtems Our 
Biſhop to have had any Paternal Regard of Us, unleſs it be in Teating of 
Us like Children of a very weak and paſſive Minority, wha he-re- 
quires Our Subſcription to a Formed Addreſs, wherein He hath 
neither Confulted Us, nor given us leave to Word Ourſelves, or ſpeak 
Our own Senſe. 

And till Biſhops at their Confirmation declare what Faith they are of, 
as they did in the Primitiit Church. (for which there are the ſam(Reaſons 
now) Our Uaity with him muſt either be with Communication is to the 
whole Church, or we may follow him We know not whether. 
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
